’ Unfortunately we are as yet 
unable to protect them against 
all. diseases,, but. can against 
smallpox jwnd diphtheria by the 
.use of well established methods. 
There is no reason why many 
hundreds of Canadian children 
should suffer from the ravages 
of diphtheria each year, nor is 
there any excuse for the fact 
for the tact. that several hun- 
dred lives are lost year as a 
result of this disease. That 
such a condition continues to 
exist is due to one factor and 
one alone; delay on the part of 
parents to have their children 
immunized or protected against 
diphtheria, Delay means that 
the child goes unprotected, No 
one knows when or where the 
child may be attacked by the 
germ of diphtheria, An attack 


means illness; permanent dam-|@ 


age to his body or eyen death, 

Diptheria immunization has 
been used extensively, Thous- 
ands of children are no longer 
in dunger of suffering from an 
attack of diptheria.

He tackled each problem with initiative and vim, This method won for 
Foch. 

The Review of Reviews magazine declares that a study of recent reports 
will show that those industrial drganizations that exerted wise and sustained 


vim and initiative profited more than those which stood pat watchfully wait-| 


ing, or those which imitated others..It points out that the larger the business, 
the more it tends to become standardized. System and routine often kill 
initiative and stifle progress. This explains in part why a small organiza- 


tion will so often place a new, out-of-the-ordinary product upon the market, | 
something for which a real need has long existed but which no one previous- 


ly appeared to have recognized. 


Safety glass, now used so widely for windshields and bank cages, | 


the result of alertness and initiative. Non-shattering glass was discovered | 
accidentally by a French chemist who knocked over a test-tube that had 
been used for months. Stooping to pick up the pieces, he discovered that the 
paste substance in the tube held the broken glass intact. Mentally alert, the | 
chemist remembered that the tube contained a mixture of trinitro-cellulose, 
ether-and-acetone: Experiments followed and safety glass was the result.
